Tampa, Fl;i.. June Hi. — A vessel sup- 
posed to be the Dauntless came intu 
HillsborQDgh bay Moadaj idgbt and 
took oo a oaigo of wmt and sminQni- 
tton from • schooner lying at anchor off 
the month of Alalia liTW and then 
sailed away. 

A report was gent out Monday th;it 
the Dauntless had sailed from Key 
West with an expedition. It was cir- 
onlated by those interested to throw the 
offleen off ttieir gnard and the Daunt- 
less came in that night and got her 
cargo. Tlie two boats were tied up 
vntil about 11 o'clock and in the moon- 
light could b« plaiuly Been from the 
river tront. 

J. E. Oartapa and Charles Silve are 
the only ones kno«-n to be aboard and 
they came up from Key West, 

The schooner came into the bay and 
anchored Siiturday afternoon. Her 
name is not known. She was two-jnost- 
ed and is about 13U tons. Her hull was 
black, and she vras evidently well 
loaded. 

Qnita a number of men went from 
West Tampa, striking aorost the coun- 
try and proceeding to a point ou the 
bay shore, took to boats near the placu 
where the Colonel Oklleroi aspeution 
embarked. 

The expedition was well planned and 
was gone fully 13 hoars before the au- 
thorities or Spanish consul knew that 
anything was going on, so completely 
were they thrown off their guard by the 
shrewd ruse. 

The Dauntless had an engagement to 
go on the ways here, and had a govern- 
ment boat como upon her unexpectedly 
she would have Irnd a good excuse for 
being in Hillsborough bny. 

The whole affair was worked very 
(inietly. The mysterious schooner left 
ulxjnt daylight yesterday morniu>r. No 
one Be<'tii8 to know what boat this is. 
Some assert that it is the Adams, which 
received her load from the Biscayne 
and then ran up in this harbor to meet 
a steamer which would take the muni- 
tions to Cuba or out tosoa totlie Daunt- 
less. 

There is also a rumor to the effect 
that the Bch<H)uer hails from the neigh- 
borhood of Carra belle and rei eived her 
load at a point where the railroad 
crosses the nver. The presence of Cap- 
tain Parlin, a prominent citizen of (!&r- 
rabelle, in this city, for the past few 
days, adds strength to the rumor. 
Since his arrival he has been in confer- 
ence with partiee formerly ytoy active 
in the filibustering busincM.

SUBMARINE DESTROYIH. 

A TsSSel Purpoiely CouitruotMl th* 
Cuban Patriot*. 

New York, June 16.— A dispatch to 
The Ftesa from Lockport, N. Y., lays : 
Last month a young Cnban came here 
and took measurements on the canal 
looks. Ho would not exjilain the na- 
ture of his visit. Yesterday he came 
through here on a strange craft, cigar 
shaped, 60 feet long and bound for New 
York, where, it is said, he will turn the 
boat over to the Gabon junta. The 
boot was boilt by the Globe shipbuild- 
ing works oKHereland and is in charge 
of Frank Lambson. engineer, and Wil- 
liam Boylen of the Cleveland company. 
Three Cubans are on board. They are 
Antonio Muzario, Regina Aguirre and 
Calixto Raveni. 

The vessel is a submarine destroyer. 
The outer shell is of Steel and the boat 
itself is operated by steam. It haa no 
smokestack, as its generating a]>i>aratuB 
makes uo smoke. It can attain a si>eed 
of '<i8 miles an hour and has shown even 
a higher rate of speed in a recent othcial 
test ou Lake Erie. The flre« under the 
boilers are fed with bituminous crude 
eil When beneatli the surface of the 
water the steam )» turned into a con- 
denser or rebt'rvoir, which will hold it 
until the surface is reacned, when the 
vapor is allowed to csca])!'. Much of 
the steam is tarned to water m the 
lueiintiinr and is properly secured. 

The boat is runniuK tlinuiKh the canal 
at a uniform rate of 10 unleH an hour. 
Mr. Hoyleu baid that the boat was to be

SHOT AND K ILLED. 

A Farmar Slajrs a* Advartlatas 8«ll«ltor 

For Taklnir HU Hortr. 

Indianapolis, June IH. — James 
Thatcher, an advertising solicitor, who 
lived in rooms in Massachusetts avenue, 
was shot and killed early yesterday 
morning by Harvey Leonard, a farmer 
on th^ Mlehtgan road. Thatcher and 
William Klvis, accompanied by two 
wonjen, Nora Mulh'U and Ella Thomp- 
son, spent the evening at Bellevue, a re- 
sort ou the bank of the canai, at the 
Michigan road. 

They stayed there until after 12 
o'clock, drinking beer and rolling ten- 
pins. When they started ba<'k home it 
was too late to catch a Fairview park 
street car, so they started to walk to 
North Indianapolis to get an owl cor. 
As they went along the Michigan road 
thayoama into possession of Ji hcne. 
Thay say they sa^ it straying in the 
mad; the farmer says they stole it from 
his stable. Anyhow, th«r were leading 
it off when Leonard, the owner of 
the animal, and his son Loois, 
caught np with them. A wrangle en- 
Bned,whioh ended in the shooting aud 
instant death of James Thatcher. He 
was shot in the tack nnderneath the 
left shoulder with a shotgnn. 

The charge bnrned a hole in the back 
of Thatcher's coat and tore an ugly 
wound, almost as large as the bore of a 
base ball cannon. 

The police station was notiHed of the 
shooting about H o'clock yesterdijr 
morning. Captain Qnigley and Patrol- 
men Holtz and Wallace went ont to the 
place and arrested Leonard and his son, 
Elvis aud the two women and brought 
them to the city and lockei them np. 

The body of the dead man was taken 
to the ondertaking place of Herrmann, 
in Sooth Oditware street.

The Treaty Alitiost Ready to Be 
Sent to the Sen«t«.

Tarlir LacUlatlaa WUl Hot Da Interfered 
With In tha Sanate -Ka' rrovlainn Made 

For Ex-Oii<>rn I.llhinkalaai or rriucetn

Beea Oegattaly Araaaea4. 

WiaHncrTON, Jnne 16.— Tlie treaty 
for tha annexation of the Hawaii isl- 
ands to the United States will be sent 
to the senate by President McKinley 
this week nnless present plans are 
changed. Men close to the administra- 
tion and others who are engaged in 
pushing through the tariff bill have 
been informed that the treaty will be 
transmitted to the senate at fiiice. and 
it is Btated there will be no considera- 
tion of the Hawaiian reciprocity pro- 
vision in the tariff bill until the treaty 
is received. 

The one point of importance in which 
the trea^ differs from the convention 
negotiated by Secretary Foster in Pres- 
ident Baniaon's administration is the 
osntsalon of any provision for ea-Q«een 
TilHiiokalani and the Princess Kainlani. 
In the original treaty it was |»ovided 
that the fOTsmment of the United 
States shooid the ex-qaeen the sum 
of $20,000 cash and that amoontof 
monay as a pension each year during 
the remainder of her natorol Uf e, pro- 
vided she in good faith submitted to the 
government of the United States and 
the local government of the island. 

The' Prince »s Kainlani, being the next 
line of blood, was to receive a cash pay- 
ment of •lfiO,000, bat no penrion, un- 
der a similar proviso as in the case of 
the ex-qneen. 

It is understood that any objection 
that might liave been expected to the 
annexation of the island based on the 
large proportion of coolies in the popu- 
lation, has been forstolled iif an article 
not onlv prohibiting the farther emi- 
gration of such laborers to the Ha- 
waiian islands, but also prohibiting the 
coining of Chinamen from the iuands 
to the United States. 

At the cabinet meeting in the course 
of the discusion of the treaty it woa de- 
cided that its pendency in the senate 
would not necessarily cause any consid- 
erable obstruction to the progress of the 
tariff bill, aud while there is every dis- 
position on the part of the president to 
avoid any interference with the rights 
of the senate in the matter, it can be 
stated that the treaty will not go in 
with any idea that it is nor the wish of 
the executive that it should be acted on 
promptly. 

While the treaty is in the senate, 
either in the hands of tlie committee ou 
foreipin relations or on the calendar of 
exwutive business, it is the expectation 
that the people of the Unite<l States 
will hav»> an opportunity through the 
press and otlier mcdiniiis to declare 
their sentiments upon the matter, and 
if, iis is expected, there is an overwhelm- 
ing declaratuin for ana%\ation, it is be- 
lieve<l that the senate Vill be nuick to 
respond to the demand. In this case 
the treaty, it is believed, can be taken 
up and ratiiied in the course of one or 
two execntivf sessions, while the regu- 
lar tariff debates are in progress dail}-. 

The manner in which the Hawaiian 
treaty will come befcre the house is in 
the paragraph wliich provides that the 
United States shall assume the i)n sent 
debt of Hawaii. This will not in any 
way affect the tp aty or interfere in its 
adoption. Irrespe tive and before any 
action will be subnntfed to the house 
will come the ratification of the treaty 
by the senate. If the treaty is ratitied 
no action by the honso can change the 
condition. The failure of the house to 
appropriate to pay the debt or the in- 
terest on it mav become a fntur- com- 
phcation, but the ratification of the 
treaty by the senate will annas the 

islands. 

The treaty that made .\laska a part 
of this country carried with it an ap- 
propriation of several million doUars. 
Thert^ was a most bitter contention 
in the hou.>.o about making t!ie appro- 
priation but the senate had by treaty 
ratified the agreement. Of course, if 
congress by action of the house, had re- 
fused to make the appropriation then 
Russia would held possesiioii of Alaska 
The case of the refusal of the house to 
appropriate for the interest or the debt 
of Hawaii, will not it is said, prevent 
annexation, bat the payment of the 
debt or interest woald be a subject for 
future consideration and a question be- 
tween tlie province, colony or territory 
of Hawaii and the holders of the 40b( it 
ooogxess should not pay it.

W. Fitzgerald, formerly of this city, 
died yesterday morning in St. Mary's, 
Kan. , where he has been residinf for a 
number of yrar>. Hi^ body Will be 
brought here for banal. 

James W. Fitzgerald wa.? born in 
Qneenstown, Ireland, Feb. 11. \H.i~i. He 
landed in t^ni-bec in IK.")'^ and came to 
Cincinnati a year later. In 1<1(;4 he 
graduated from tlie local law ooKepe 
and soon alter was appointed a-^sistant 
county pro.secutor. In 1^S4 he was 
elected judge of the police court and 
soon be( ame famous as a t( rror to evil- 
doer.-i. Hi.s "thuty-fifty" be ariie fa- 
mous and several attempts were made 
to as-assiuate hiiu. His fearless sen- 
tencing of the rioters in lt>s4 brought 
him general praise. In 18^") he was re- 
elected by a majority of 1.400, while the 
other candidates on the ticket were 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

He was from boyhood a pronounced 
abolitionist and when he removed to 
the west he became noted as a Populist. 
He w as a well known worker in the 
Land league aud in the Irish Katioual 
league, and alwavs re:iiained true to the 
Emerald isle. lie was chairman of the 
Chicago convention of the National 
league in IbSii. 

In Cincinnati he leaves a son. Attor- 
ney Charles Fit/geiald ; ii nephew, 
James Teinpleton. of the city engineer's 
office, and Miss Mary Teinpleton, a 
niece. 

TRYING TO FIX DAWES. 

A Posltloa oa^Md to Him Wblah Ua WUl 
Mot Aceept. 

WAsiii\(irov, June 16.— Charles G. 
Dawes of Chicago who is generally re- 
garded as slated for the ofiica of comp- 
troller of the currency at the expiration 
of Mr. Eckels' t«rm of oRice, came into 
the city yesterday. It is stated on good 
authority that intimations have been 
mad« to .Mr. Dawes that he could have 
the place of comijtroller of the treasury, 
now held by Mr. Bowles, but that he 
has not decided to accept. 

This offer is said to indicate a de.->ire 
on the part of Secretary Gage to retain 
Mr. Eckels in his present po^iition, and 
that this may be possible, the plan has 
been devised of swltohing Dawes off 
into another place.

WAS KILLED BT A MILmAMAN. 

No Neflaet on the Tart of Uurernor Bniih- 
•aU, ahoriff MaLala or Mayor Ooasoa. 
An Anti-Mob and Lyneh Law Ataucla- 
tlon Formed Aa Editor Strlekcu Uun a 
iB Cenrt - Other Ohto atato Hows. 

Ukuana. O.. June 16. — Coroner Hew- 
itt leudered the followinfT verdii't lato 
last night on the de;ith of Harry Bell, 
who was killed when the first attack 
was made on the county jail on the 
night baforw the lynching of Click 
Mitchell : 

'•I do find that the s;»i(I deceased 
cair.e to his death from a \\ouii(l iti tliH 
le ad produced by a rifle ball lired by a 
member of Company D, Third regi- 
ment, Ohio national guard, acting un- 
der orders from the captain of said 
company, and while attempting to de- 
fend the county jail of Chanitiaign 
county, and iireveiit a crowd of people 
tluTi' ;v-,.-,emMi (l and doing violence to 
a prisoner, Charles Mitchell, Jr., con- 
fined therein, charged and convicted of 
rape on the morning of June 4, 1897. 

"I fail to find from the testimonv of 
the witnesses examined by me any fail- 
are or neglect on the part of Governor 
Asa Bushnell to promptly respond to 
any request made to him or the sheriff, 
Liewis A. MoLain, for troops to assist 
him in defending said jail or protecting 
said prisoner. And I do not find from 
the testimony so taken by me any fail- 
ure ou the part of Sheriff Lewis A. Mc- 
Lain to use all means at his hands for 
the protection of said Jail or said pris- 
oner. 

"I farther find that Mayor C. H. 

Ganson directed the police force of the 
city to do all in their power to preserve 
order, and that he did not in any way 
attempt to usurp the power of the sher- 
iff, or in any manner claim to represent 
him in discharging his dut^, but that 
he, as the mayor of the city, advised 
the crowd there assembled not to at- 
tempt any violence to the prisoner, 
Charles Mitchell, Jr.. and that his con- 
duct on that occasion was wholly di- 
rected toward preventing any violence 
being done to the prisoner by the per- 
sons there assembled and any further 
killing of the people by the militia."

An Order To Withhold Private Mail, 
dared ia tbe United States Court. 



Fka.nkkokt, Kv., June 14. —In the 
United States Court to-day Judge Barr 
decided an important case bearing on the 
laws and regulations of the Poetofflce 
Department. 

Some time last year the Postmaster- 
General investigated the business of the 
Southern Investment Company of Lex- 
ington, Ky., and pronounced it a lottery 
scheme. He promptly ordered the Lex- 
ington Postmaster to withhold all mail 
directed to said company, and all letters 
directed to T. B. Hoover, who was the 
Secretary of the company, even if they 
were directed to him individually. 

Tbe Lexington Postmaster obeyed or- 
ders, and Hoover bronirht suit against 
Postmaster McChesney, of Lexington, for 
$.30,000 damages, and asked for a tem))0- 
rary order restraining said Postmaster 
from withholding his individual mail. 

In passing on the application to-day 
Judge Barr granted the temporary re- 
straining order, holding that an order 
from the Postmaster-General to withhold 
the mail of a private citizen not charged 
with violating tbe law was unconstitu- 
tional and invalid. The question of the 
damages claimed by Hoover for interfer- 
ing with and injuring his business wss 
not considered, bnt tbe inferencei from 
Judge Barr's opinion to-day la that no 
damages will be allowed.

He was found dead 8unday at bis 
home ill Blooraiogton, 111., where he had 
lived for years like a hermit, says a spec- 
ial from that city. Deceased waa eighty- 
nine years of age, and bad never married. 
A special from Carlisle says : " J. R. Pi- 
per, of Bloomington, 111., waa born in 
Nicholas Ooonty in 1808, was a poor boy 
iind clerked in a dry goods store in Car- 
lisle sixty years ago.

Wit^^l his closeness he was neat in his 
appearance. He bad but one idea, that 
of mak'ng money and holding (aft to it. 
His wealth is variously estimated from 
1150,000 to $200,000. For forty years he 
ipada a visit once a year to bla old lloqM. 
Carlisle, but seldom stopped at a hotel."
